The circuit including a processor or microprocessor, memory (storage 
section), electrical contacts for effecting data transfer (interface circuit) with a 
peripheral device. The card is a stored value card (SVC) used as a substitute for cash 
(digital money). There are disclosed at least five program protocols (500, 600, 700, 
800, 900) for handling the transactions of the card. There is disclosed at least 3 
separate terminals (peripherals) for processing the digital money in conjunction with 
the SVC. The terminals include processors, control programs, input means (column 4 
lines 7-54). The terminals are networked.
